The  Governing  Council  is  the  highest  level 
decision-making  body  at  the  University  of  Toronto.  It 
replaces  both  the  Board  of  Governors  and  the  Academic 
Senate;  retaining  the  powers  of  both  of  these  bodies.  Powers 
to  appoint  the  president,  to  hire  and  fire  and  specify  the 
duties  of  teaching  and  administrative  etc.  staff  and  to 
determine  and  regulate  the  physical,  mechanical,  and 
academic  structure  of  the  university. 

During  the  infamous  debate  on  the  U  of  T  Act  last  summer,  the 
Minister  of  University  Affairs,  John  White,  proposed  a  formula  that 
would  have  allowed  for  a  student/faculty  balance  of  power ...  6 
students/ 10  faculty/4  members  to  be  elected  at  large. 

The  clause  "4  members  to  be  elected  at  large"  formed  the  crux  of 
hard-line  faculty  opposition,  for  with  a  student  body  that  outnumbers 
faculty  by  at  least  10  to  1,  students  or  "enlightened  faculty"  were 
virtually  guaranteed  the  four  seats:  giving  the  student  "side"  effective 
parity  with  the  faculty. 

Some  of  the  faculty  members  threatened,  by  implication,  to 
disrupt  the  university  if  they  did  not  get  their  way  (a  technique  that 
these  same  faculty  members  have  labelled  "childishness"  when  used 
by  students). 

These  threats  forced  White  to  back  down,  equally  dividing  the  4 
seats  between  faculty  and  students.  Thus  we  have  the  present 
"balance"  of  8  students/12  faculty  within  the  whole  structure  of:

Saga 
Erindale

The  day  after  this  paper  arrives 
at  Erindale,  namely  Thursday,  the 
9th  of  March,  I  will  attend  yet 
another  meeting  concerning 
Erindale  College  Residences. 

Attending  this  meeting  will  be 
representatives  of  Erindale  and  U 
of  T  (Principal  Wilson,  Dean 
Robinson,  Physical  Plant  Director 
A.  Opalinski,  U  of  T's  Planning 
Division  Architect  Tony  Richards, 
and  others)  and  representatives  of 
the  Government's  Ontario 
Student  Housing  Corporation 
(OSHC). 

At  this  meeting  we  hope  to 
finalize  the  business  left  from  our 
last  gathering  from  just  last 
Thursday,  which  is  summarized 
below.  Apparently  we  are  very 
close  to  finalizing  a  document 
which  is  acceptable  to  both  the 
OHSC  and  Erindale  College.  This 
document  will  outline  the  type 
and  number  of  residences  we  both 
wish  to  see  constructed  at 
Erindale.  Contractors  and 
developers  will  study  this 
document,  draw  up  their  plans  for 
how  they  would  construct  the 
residences,  and  submit  their 
proposals  along  with  a  price  tag 
for  the  project.  After  a  designated 
due  date  for  all  submissions, 
Erindale  and  OSHC  both  will 
study  the  proposals  and  price  tags 
and  together  determine  the  one 
proposal  that  best  offers  what  we 
want.  Out  of  22  student  housing 
projects  in  Ontario,  only  5  were 
awarded  to  the  firm  submitting 
the  lowest  bid  with  their  plans. 

Fine.  So  where  is  Erindale 
now,  vis-a-vis  student  residences? 
Where  and  when?  Well,  for  once  it 
appears  as  though  there  are  no 
major  stumbling  blocks  lying 
immediately    before    us.    Earlier, 


Erindale  and  the  OSHC  were  miles 
apart  on  the  very  essence  of  the 
project,  namely  the  type  of 
residences  we  were  to  have.  (Not 
too  long  before  that,  the  OSHC 
was  saying  Erindale  didn't  need 
residences  very  much.)  Erindale 
was  suggesting  that  the  residences 
be  more  conventional  town 
houses  allowing  for  as  much 
privacy  (a  single  bed-study  room) 
or  a  much  more  socializing 
(sharing  a  kitchen  and  living  room 
area  with  several  other  mates)  as  a 
resident  would  desire,  while  the 
OSHC  was  pushing  the  tradition 
style  dormitory  (more  or  less) 
which  we  found  unacceptable. 
During  this  impasse,  we  at 
Erindale  started  demanding  (or 
''requesting  strongly") 
independence  from  the  OSHC  on 
this  project:  "Give  us  the  loan  and 
let  us  have  constructed  the  kind 
of  residences  we  want.  We  don't 
care  to  wait  much  longer." 
Realizing  how  adamant  our  stand 
was,  the  OSHC  came  around  to 
our  point  of  view  and  went  along 
with  our  town  house  concept, 
after  clearing  several  points  with 
us,  like  municipal  zoning  laws 
affecting  us  (there  apparently 
aren't  any)  and  the  amount  of 
land  area  available  (plenty  for  this 
project), 
i  So  now  with  the  OSHC  and 
Erindale  agreeing  on  the  concept, 
we  decided  at  the  March  2 
meeting  to  proceed  with  the 
preparing  of  a  document. 

Hopefully  at  this  next 
gathering,  we  will  come  out  with  a 
document  which  can  be  released 
for  study  by  developers.  So,  what 
this  means  to  Erindale  Students 
(and  staff  and  faculty)  hoping  to 
live  in  residences  is  basically  that 
by    some    time    in    April    (I'm 


projecting)  we  can  decide  on  a 
specific  proposal  we  receive  from 
the  developers  and  have 
construction  begin  in  May. 

If  indeed  construction  can 
begin  that  soon,  and  barring 
strikes  or  other  complications,  we 
might  have  new  residences  by 
August  or  September  of  this  year. 
That  would  be  a  dream  come  true. 
The  site  for  these  residences  is  the 
section  of  land  along  Mississauga 
Road,  by  the  School's  entrance 
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4  under  graduates 
2  part-time  students 
2  graduate  students 

Simcoe  Hall  is  running  the 
elections  for  the  Governing 
Council  and,  obviously  under 
pressure  from  some  of  the  more 
influential  faculty  blocs,  is 
running  the  elections  on  a  very 
low  key:  mail  ballots  with  not  too 
much  noise  being  made  to  draw 
too  much  attention  to  the 
elections.  In  fact,  most  of  the 
"powers  that  be"  would  be  quite 
happy  if  no  students  at  all  voted 
(further  "proof"  of  lack  of 
student  responsibility). 

When  people  don't  vote  they 
do  so  out  of  a  lack  of  concern 
and/or  out  of  a  sense  of 
helplessness  or  futility.  When 
people  are  made  to  feel  small  and

impotent  by  a  morass  of 
intangible  forces,  withdrawal  and 
hiding  of  sorts  is  a  natural 
reaction.  But  there  is  really 
nothing  to  hide  from,  nothing  to 
awe,  no  "positions"  to  respect 
because  they  are  "positions",  for 
we're  all  bozos  on  this  bus.  Lack 
of  concern  is  a  function  of  a  lack 
of  things  to  be  concerned  about: 
issues.  Issues  that  don't  just 
bounce  off  walls,  echoing  about; 
but  issues  that  can  be  shared  and 
discussed  calmly,  rationally.

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Stack  Access  To  Robarts 
Library

I  regret  the  politicising  of  the 
controversy  centred  on  access  to 
the  Robarts  Library  stack  because 
it  obscures  a  difficult  issue  which 
is  essentially,  the  balancing  of  the 
needs  of  present  library  users  with 
those  of  future  users.  By  future 
users  I  am  referring  to  those  who 
must  use  the  Robarts  collection  as 
opposed  to  those  who  have  other 
options  for  their  work,  and  while 
it  is  true  that  some  of  these 
people  now  are  on  the  scene  and 
being  served  by  the  Library,  the 
great  majority  of  them  are  not  yet 
born. 

There  is  a  limit  to  what 
undergraduates  should  be  asked  to 
give  up  now  for  future 
generations,  and  you,  of  course, 


must  decide  when  this  limit  has 
been  exceeded.  What  is  it  then 
that  you  are  being  asked  to  give 
up? 

It  is  a  repeatedly  demonstrated 
fact  that  undergraduates  prefer, 
for  most  of  their  needs,  to  use  an 
undergraduate  library  such  as  the 
Wallace  Room  or  our  own  College 
Library.  It  is  planned  that  a  much 
enlarged  undergraduate  collection 
together  with  additional  study 
seating  will  be  provided  after  the 
Robarts  Library  has  been 
completed.  In  this  respect  then, 
students  will  gain.  In  addition  to  a 
better  undergraduate  library  most 
of  the  facilities  of  the  Robarts 
Library  will  be  freely  available  to 
all  students:  the  reference 
collection,  the  current  periodicals, 
the  general  seating  outside  the 
stack,  the  photo-copy  service  and, 
the  main  collection  itself  will  all 
be  available  to  all  students.  The 
two  facilities  that  would  be 
limited  are  the  opportunity  to 
browse  in  the  book-stack  and  to 
use  the  study  seating  located  in 


the  stack.  It  was  never  planned 
that  undergraduates  would  be 
entirely  excluded  from  the  stack, 
but  only  that  access  would  be 
limited  to  those  who  had  a 
demonstrated  need.  How  this  will 
be  interpreted  has  not,  at  the  time 
of  writing,  been  decided. 

It  is  true  then  that  students  are 
losing  something  as  well  as  gaining 
something.  On  the  face  of  it  what 
is  being  lost  is  being  taken  away 
because  they,  the  undergraduates, 
are  regarded  as  of  inferior  status. 
If  this  is  true  at  all,  it  is  true  only 
in  the  sense  that  most  museum 
goers,  visitors  to  art  galleries,  or, 
for  that  matter,  to  nature 
preserves  are  inferior  to  the 
curators  or  specialists  who  work 
in  these  areas.  There  are 
limitations  imposed  on  most  users 
of  such  facilities,  and  there  is  a 
select  group  of  people  with  special 
competence  and  needs  who  are 
exempted  from  these  limitations. 
Most  people  accede  to  this 
because  they  are  concerned  that 
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(at  the  blinking  yellow  traffic 
light),  or  in  other  words,  where 
our  few  residences  that  we  have, 
are  now.

Rent-wise,  we  hope  the 
monthly  rent  would  be  about 
$70.  And  the  plan  is  to  have  room 
in  residences  for  250  (or  slightly 
more)  beds.  If  th§y  are  ready  for 
the  fall,  we  will  have 
accommodations  for  roughly  10% 
of  the  students  and  staff.  As  the 
student  population  grows  to 
possibly  5,000,  we  hope  to 
increase  the  percentage  of 
available     accommodations     to 


15-20%,  or  over  750  beds.  Of 
course,  the  success  and  demand 
for  these  new  residences  will 
dictate  the  amount  of  future 
construction,  and  from  what  I  can 
forsee  in  these  new  residences, 
both  success  and  demand  will  be 
significant.  Hopefully,  after  the 
March  9th  meeting  with  the 
OSHC,  I  will  be  able  to  write 
another  optimistic  "progress 
report."

who  Who  is  Doug  Wright?  and.... 

Why  is  he  saying  all  these  things 


about  us? 

If  the  reader  is  expecting  a 
rigorous  analysis  of  the  Wright 
Report  let  him  stop  reading  now. 
I  would  simply  like  to  voice  a  few 
very  personal  thoughts  on  the 
Commission  Report  and  on  Doug 
Wright. 

Who  is  Doug  Wright? 
In  the  interests  of  providing 
some  background'  to  the 
discussions  of  the  Report  which 
are  taking  place  in  the  College,  I 
will  tell  of  my  impressions  of 
Doug  Wright. 

1:  He  is  a  brilliant  technocrat.  As 
chairman  of  the  Committee  on 
University  Affairs,  he  directed 
and  controlled  the  Committee 
not  primarily  because  of  his 
power  but  because  of  his 
competence. 
2:  As  Dean  of  Engineering  (that 
also  says  a  lot)  at  Waterloo,  he 
introduced  the  co-op 
programme  in  which  students 
spend  four  months  in  class  and 
the  next  four  months  out 
working  in  engineering-related 
jobs  arranged  by  the 
University. 
3:  He  designed  the  Ontario  Place 
dome  in  his  spare  time  and  has 
world-wide  patents  on  the 
design  concept. 
4:  He  is  extremely  powerful  in  the 
Ontario  Government. 
Originally  a  member  of  the 
Committee  on  University 
Affairs  he  became  its  chairman 
and  was  appointed  to  head  the 
Commission  on  Post-Secondary 
Education.  At  the  beginning  of 
this  year,  he  was  given  a  major 
promotion  (on  a  2  yr. 
contract)  to  be 
Deputy-Minister  of  one  of  the 
"super-ministries".  This 
position  places  him  second  in 
command  under  Robert  Welch 
of  Education  policies  in 
Ontario. 
5:  His  informal  power  within  the 
government  allows  him  to 
make  more  sweeping  criticisms 
than  other  government 
employees  or  elected  members.

6:  He  is  reputed  to  have  built  a 
Medical  school  for  Castro. 

7:  His  interest,  to  my  eyes,  is  not 
in  his  cover  with  the 
government  but  rather  in 
trying  to  make  the  educational 
system  work  more  effectively 
and  with  greater  degree  of 
justice  and  concern  for  those  it 
affects. 

8:  He  understands  as  well  as 
anyone  —  and  much  better 
than  almost  all  faculty 
members  of  the  University  — 
what  is  wrong  with 
post-secondary  education  in 
Ontario  and  why  it  is  wrong. 

9:  He  supports  undergraduate  and 
public  access  to  the  J. P. 
Robarts  Library. 

10:  He  does  not  concern  himself 
with  the  philosophies  and 
opinions  of  the  Ontario 
Medical  Ass'n.,  the  Upper 
Canada  Law  Ass'n.,  the 
University  of  Toronto  Faculty 
Ass'n,  those  advocating  the 
violent  overthrow  of  the 
existing  social  structures,  the 
University  of  Toronto  Faculty 
members,  the  University  of 
Toronto  Administration 
members,  Trudeau,  Nixon, 
Mao  and  Dean  Robinson. 

11:  He  obviously  agrees  with 
those  advocating  major  reforms 
in  the  Universities. 

12:  He  can  be  subjectively  and 
sloppily  defined  as  pro-student. 

The  reason  I  decided  to  write 
this  column  was  in  comment  on  a 
statement  by  Dean  Robinson  in  a 
proposed  response  to  the  Wright 
Report  which  he  presented  to 
members  of  the  Undergraduate 
Studies  Committee  and  the 
Committee  of  Discipline  Reps. 
The  statement  was,  "It  is .  .  our 
belief  that  the  welfare  of  the 
faculty  who  will  teach  in  the 
system  is  as  important  as  that  of 
the  students  who  will  learn." 

This  seemingly  innocuous 
statement  reminded  me  of  my 
years  in  University  politics  trying 


to  persuade  faculty  and 
administration  that  the  welfare  of 
students  at  the  University  just 
might  have  some  slight  relevance 
in  what  decisions  are  made  in  the 
University.  I  would  be  answered 
that  "of  course  students  are 
important,  of  course  we  have  their 
best  interests  at  heart,  of  course 
we're  interested  in  their  welfare  - 
all  we  ask  is  that  you  students  let 
us  decide  what  is  best  for  you  and 
we  will  make  sure  it  happens." 

It  is  comforting  to  see  faculty 
members  attacked  -  in  general  — 
they  deserve  it.  They  refused  to 
listen  to  student  criticism,  they 
refused  to  reform  the  University, 
they  refused  to  realize  that  none 
outside  the  University  really  gave 
a  damn  about  their  precious 
academic  standards,  and  those  few 
that  did,  weren't  hiring  anyone, 
anyway. 

The  above  paragraphs  sound 
like  an  irrational  desire  for 
revenge  and  in  part  they  certainly 
are  and  they  feel  good.  Many 
faculty  members  have  given  time 
and  energy  to  improving  the  lot  of 
the  student  within  the  University, 
to  constructive  criticism  of  the 
negative  aspects  of  society  and  to 
increasing  the  relevance  of 
educational  process.  These 
individual  efforts  have  only 
helped  small  groups  of  students 
however.  The  ethos  governing  this 
University  remains  archaic, 
authoritarian,  paternalistic  and 
suffocating. 

How  many  of  you  believe 
learning  can  be  enjoyable? 

How  many  of  you  are  finding 
University  learning  enjoyable? 

It  can  be. 

In  summary,  certain  of  the 
Wright  recommendations  may 
conceivably  adversely  affect 
students  but  never  to  the  degree 
that  faculty  would  like  you  to 
believe.  Certainly  the  Government 
needed  more  money  and  therefore 
higher  fees,  but  the  reason  they 
decided  to  govern  the  University 
was  because  the  University, 
controlled  by  Administrators  and 
conservative  faculty  members, 
could  not  govern  itself.

the  artifacts,  the  paintings  or  the 
natural  environment  be  preserved. 
The  research  collection  at  the 
University  of  Toronto  is  a  natural 
cultural  resource  in  the  same  class 
as  the  Royal  Ontario  Museum  or 
the  National  Gallery  of  Canada.  It 
alone  among  university  libraries  in 
Canada  is  in  this  class.  It  is  quite 
unlike  an  undergraduate  or  a 
public  library  which  are  teaching 
tools  that  should  be  continuously 
consumed  and  renewed.  A 
research  library  is  something 
greater  than  the  sum  of  the 
individual  items  in  its  collection 
because  of  its  organization. 
Individual  books  gain  in 
significance  in  a  research 
collection  because  of  the  light 
they    shed    on    the    other   books 


around  them;  they  should  not  be 
consumed. 

What  the  undergraduates  must 
decide  then  is  if  the  loss  of 
unlimited  opportunity  for 
browsing  in  the  research 
collection  is  important  enough  to 
offset  the  inevitable  increase  in 
lost  and  mutilated  books  that  will 
be  the  result  of  unlimited  access 
to  the  research  collection.  It  is, 
unfortunately,  a  fact  that  the 
more  people  who  come  in  contact 
with  books  the  greater  the  loss 
will  be,  and  there  can  be  no  access 
to  non-existent  material. 

We  who  are  now  at  the 
University  of  Toronto  have  a 
choice  as  to  the  degree  of  access 
we  wish  to  allow.  Should  we  deny 
this  choice  to  future  generations?

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VIEW  FROM  THE  RIGHT 

A  weekly  forum  of  conservative  thought. 

President  Nixon,  in  his  recent  "State  of  the  Union"  address,  announced  that  increased  defence 
expenditures  would  be  forthcoming.  The  President  has  thus  taken  a  strong  stand  in  the  protection  of 
Western  Civilization  from  Communist  expansionism;  a  stand  that  many  of  us  were  surprised  by  given  Mr. 
Nixon's  recent  collaborations  with  the  enemy  (eg.  Red  China).  The  President's  position  can  only  re-assure 
the  American  public,  and  baffle  and  dismay  the  weak-kneed  liberals  and  left-wing  subversives  who  "argue" 
that  there  is  not  and  never  has  been  a  red  threat. 

While  the  president  did  not  explicitly  describe  how  the  new  defence  revenues  were  to  be  spent,  informed 
sources  within  the  administration  and  the  Pentagon  have  provided  this  reporter  with  a  detailed  account.  I 
should,  however,  preface  my  revelations  on  this  subject  by  saying  that  Mr.  Nixon  is  only  increasing  the 
defence  budget  by  10—15  billion  dollars  or  an  increase  of  .0035%.  It  would  seem  that  Henry  Kissinger  and 
his  nefarious  crew  may  have  influenced  the  President  to  limit  the  increase.  In  any  case  various  new  military 
projects  are  in  the  works  and  they  will  help  to  maintain  the  balance  of  power  in  the  Free  World's  favor. 

Heading  the  list  of  new  armaments  is  a  splendid  new  submarine,  to  be  known  as  "The  Death  Machine". 
It  is  common  knowledge  that  the  Russian  navy  is  now  the  world's  second  largest,  and  our  aircraft  carriers 
only  outnumber  theirs  in  a  ratio  of  twelve  to  one.  This  is  an  intolerable  situation,  and  the  "super-sub"  is 
designed  to  alleviate  it.  This  vessel,  approximately  the  size  of  New  York  state,  will  be  capable  of  launching 
observational  satellites  and  up  to  200  ICBMS.  It  will  also  be  able  to  fly  or  crawl  up  onto  land.  When 
surfaced  it  will  have  all  the  appearances  of  Tasmania,  and  this  will  lead  the  enemy  into  thinking  that  it  is 
not  a  submarine,  but  rather  that  the  above  island  has  escaped  from  Australiasia.  The  Death  Machine  will 
also  have  non-military  advantages;  it  will  be  manned  by  2  million  registered  Democrats,  thus  getting  them 
out  of  the  President's  hair.  It  is  also  hoped  that  the  U.N.  will  recognize  each  submarine  as  a  separate  nation, 
thus  ensuring  the  United  States  a  majority  in  the  General  Assembly. 

The  next  important  piece  of  military  hardware  will  be  the  anti-"anti-ballistic  missile"  device.  This  will  be 
a  twenty  thermonuclear  bomb  designed  to  look  like  an  American  tourist.  At  the  first  whiff  of  a  political 
crisis,  these  bombs  will  be  sent  to  the  Soviet  Union  aboard  chartered  Air  France  flights,  thus  affixing  any 
and  all  responsibility  on  the  French  government.  Once  in  Russia,  each  bomb  will  bound  and  gag  its 
Intourist  guide,  proceed  to  soviet  anti-ballistic  missile  sites,  and  upon  command  blow  itself  up.  There  is 
some  talk  in  the  Pentagon  that  the  Russians  already  have  an  anti-"anti-anti  ballistic  missile  device"  device, 
which  is  thirty  megaton  bomb  designed  to  look  like  a  New  York  policeman.  As  the  U.S.  bombs  land,  the 
Russian  bombs  arrest  them  and  escort  them  back  to  New  York  city,  whereupon  the  Russian  bombs,  and 
thus  the  U.S.  bombs,  and  thus  the  East  Coast,  all  explode.  President  Nixon  has  therefore  set  aside  funds  to 
develop  an  anti-anti-anti-anti-  etc. 

Finally  there  are  several  lesser  projects  which  will  also  have  important  uses.  A  wall  twenty  feet  high  will 
be  erected  along  the  sea  coast  of  California  to  prevent  possible  Viet  Cong  penetration.  This  is  a  brave 
political  move  on  the  part  of  the  administration  as  it  means  the  inevitable  loss  of  the  surfer  vote.  Secondly, 
the  U.S.  will  make  a  gift  of  numerous  palm  trees  to  Siberia.  These  palm  trees  in  reality  will  be  cleverly 
disguised  atomic  cannons,  and  they  will  be  planted  by  trained  American  horticulturists  in  such  a  way  that 
they  point  towards  Moscow.  Finally,  a  "Civil  Offense  Program"  will  be  instituted  whereby  U.S.  citizens  can 
purchase  surplus  atomic  bombs  from  the  government.  They  can  then  have  Inter-bloc  ballistic  missiles 
installed  in  their  chimneys.  Thus  the  average  American  citizen  can  protect  his  property  and  his  womenfolk 
in  the  event  of  an  invasion  by  the  Red  Army  or  the  Chinese  Hordes.  Unfortunately  the  delivery  system  will 
only  be  able  to  propel  the  bomb  300  yards,  but  all  true  Americans  would  rather  be  dead  than  red  anyway, 
so  that  this  is  only  a  minor  flaw. 

With  these  fine  weapons  in  the  U.S.  arsenal,  America  can  defend  itself  and  all  peace-loving  peoples  from 
creeping  totalitarianism.  However,  the  existence  of  most  of  this  hardware  must  be  kept  secret,  so  don't  tell 
anyone  about  it.  If  you  must  inform  others  of  the  good  news,  do  so  in  whispers  behind  locked  doors  —  this 
is  after  all  the  American  way.

RADIO    ERINDALE       all  together  now 


Over  the  past  two  years  Radio 
Erindale  has  been  gradually 
shaping  into  a  viable  college 
community  service.  The  word 
gradual  has  been  used  because 
contrary  to  popular  belief, 
student  work  and  student  work 
alone  has  gone  into  the  actual 
assembly  of  the  equipment  in  the 
Colman  House  Studios,  and  thus 
the  progress  has  been  limited. 

The  people  responsible  for  this 
assembly  have  been  Brian 
Lambert,  David  House,  Peter 
Smith,  Mike  Walker  and  a  cast  of 
notables  including  Charles 
Edwards,  Michael  Clare  and  Harry 
Magnar.  It  was  through  the  efforts 
of  Michael  Clare,  however  that  the 
radio  established  some  academic 
credibility  with  the  establishment 
of  Communications   320  course. 

The  personnae  of  the  Radio 
reached  a  participation  figure  of 
about  26  people  in  January  but 
since  then  the  interest  has  waned. 
Why  has  this  happened?  The  main 
reason  of  course  is  academic  with 
the  secondary  reason  being  that  i 
few  people  participating  could  not 
see  the  direction  that  the  radio 
was  taking  or  they  could  not 
tolerate  the  elitism  of  the 
founders.  With  regard  to  this 
so-called  cliquishness,  one  has  to 
realize  that  the  people  who  built 
the  radio  are  the  same  people  who 
run  it  and  thus  they  do  not  wish 
to  see  their  efforts  abused  by 
people  who  have  not  contributed. 

Radio  Erindale  is  not  a 
professional  radio  station  and 
does  n  t  wish  to  become  one.  If 
anything  the  function  of  the  radio 
is  internal  to  the  community 
interests  and  functions  as  an 
information  service.  It  is  unlikely 
that  anyone  wishing  to  become  a 
radio  jock  would  come  to  the 
University  of  Toronto  to  become 
one  and  thus  the  people 
participating  are  hopefully  only 
gaining  an  understanding  of  the 
media  as  a  communications 
device. 

One  of  the  principals  of  these 
aims  is  Radio  Erindale's  new 
program  director  Bill  MacLean. 
Bill,  who  has  his  own  program 
"The  Scott  Williams  Show"  is 
responsible  for  such  duties  as 
ensuring  record  control, 
(preventing  records  from  being 
played  over  and  over  during  the 


day)  programming  particular 
music  for  particular  times  of  the 
day,  ensuring  that  all  time  slots 
are  filled  from  9  am  to  10  pm., 
ensuring  that  the  programming 
content  keeps  within  the 
parameters  set  down  by  CRTC 
rulings,  and  arranging  interviews 
and  information  segments  for  air 
play. 

Bill  is  one  of  the  radio  people 
who  view  the  Radio  in  terms  of  a 
specific  future.  But  the  present  is 
clouded  with  many  difficulties 
which  Bill  and  the  other  members 
of  the  staff  have  encountered. 


The  technical  difficulties,  such 
as  blown  amps,  faulty  speaker 
controls,  are  to  be  expected 
because  of  the  radio  not  being 
able  to  afford  a  full  time 
technician.  The  other  difficulties 
have  been  not  even  considered 
because  of  the  technical  problems. 

These  difficulties  have  been 
centred  around  academic 
involvement  by  both  students  and 
faculty.  The  students  could  be 
excused  for  their  lack  of  academic 
involvement     because     of    other 


pressures,  but  the  faculty  has  not 
offered  any  guidance  whatsoever 
as  to  how  the  radio  could  be  put 
to  academic  use. 

The  department  of  Sociology 
and  Psychology,  to  mention  two, 
could  have  encouraged  students  to 
use  these  facilities  for  term 
projects  or  the  like.  Such  projects 
would  not  only  benefit  the 
students  by  increasing  their 
awareness  of  the  media  with 
regards  to  their  discipline,  but 
could  have  informed  the  general 
college  community  at  the  same 
time. 

It  is  hoped  that  such 
consideration  by  the 
Departmental  Heads  for  the 
future  use  of  the  Radio  will  be 
made  before  next  year. 

Bill  MacLean  points  out 
"Whether  anyone  knows  it  or  not, 
the  equipment  at  RE  is 
comparable  to,  if  not  better  than, 
the  equipment  found  at  most 
professional  stations." 

He  further  states  that  if  anyone 
wishes  to  just  listen  to  the  radio 
the  buzz  of  people  talking,  plates 
clattering  and  cards  ruffling,  one 
has  only  to  walk  two  hundred 
yards  to  Colman  House  Coffee 
Shop  to  enjoy  full  fidelity  stereo. 

It  is  unfortunate  that  the 
Radio  has  only  been  used 
primarily  as  a  MUZAK  system.  We 
all  enjoy  music  but  music  is  not 
the  only  form  of  information 
necessary  to  a  community 
composed  of  different  tastes.  Any 
second  year  student  entering  third 
year  at  Erindale  next  fall  should 
consider  the  CMM  320  course  if 
they  wish  to  participate  in 
understanding  media.  The  Radio 
offers  an  excellent  opportunity 
for  any  student  or  faculty 
member  wishing  to  pursue 
creative  communicative  concepts. 
If  you  wish  to  enquire  about 
joining  the  radio  next  year,  or  if 
you  wish  to  make  an  academic 
contribution,  BILL  MACLEAN 
will  be  glad  to  hear  from  you.

Dirty  Harry  is  a  'tough  two  fisted  detective'  of  the  old  school;  a 
loner,  impertinent,  disrespective  of  established  means  of  police  work. 
In  keeping  with  this  type  of  character,  Harry  is  usually  effective. 

He  is  sent  out  to  track  down  a  sadistic  sniper  who  is  just  plain 
nasty;  there  exists  no  sympathy  for  the  killer,  which  is  again 
something  that  is  too  stock  common.  Let's  see  a  few  more  Richard 
Ill's  out  there.  The  film  moves  through  "the  day  in  the  life  of"  format 
and  is  low  key.  Certainly  there  are  no  chase  scenes  that  produce  the 
tension  found  in  Bullit  and  French  Connection.  In  fact,  as  it  was 
pointed  out  to  me,  the  only  out-of-the-ordinary  factor  in  the  whole 
film  is  Harry's  revolver.  According  to  Harry,  it's  a  "forty-four 
magnum,  the  most  powerful  handgun  on  earth."  It's  the  type  of 
weapon  that  immediately  tells  who  the  good  guy  is,  and  who's  going 
to  get  it  next. 

The  violence  is  all  there,  mostly  ordinary  ketchup  type, 
accompanied  by  grunts  etc.  The  sadistic  killer  does  his  thing  by 
pulling  out  a  tooth  from  his  victim's  mouth  so  that  the  dentist  can 
verify  that  he  does  have  the  girl  he  says  he  has.  Of  course  he  uses 
pliers  to  make  the  extraction  .  .  . 

Harry,  the  guy  that  always  get  the  dirty  end  of  the  stick  proves 
that  torture  is  still  very  in,  by  grinding  his  boot  into  the  wounds  of 
the  sadistic  killer,  in  order  to  find  where  the  kidnapped  girl  is.  The  girl 
is  dead,  but  since  the  evidence  produced  was  done  so  illegally,  the 
nasty  fellow  is  again  let  loose.  It's  something  that's  hard  to  believe. 

Anyway,  to  cut  a  long  story  short,  the  bad  guy  gets  his  in  the  end, 
and  the  good  guy  throws  his  star  away,  and  walks  off  with  forty-four 
magnum,  the  most  powerful  gun  in  the  world,  nestled  under  his 
armpit. 


COMMENT 


"As  far  as  possible,  without 
surrender,  be  on  good  terms  with 
all  persons.  Speak  your  truth 
quietly  and  clearly  and  listen  to 
others,  even  the  dull  and  ignorant, 
they  too  have  their  story." 

That  says  a  lot,  really.  First, 
you  don't  have  to  go  around  with 
your  face  like  a  Happy  Button, 
your  jaws  would  fall  off  in  a 
week.  You  just  have  to  TRY  to 
get  along  with  people.  Just  try,  if 
it  isn't  always  possible,  and  it 
won't  be  with  everyone,  don't 
give  up,  with  most  people  it  will 
be. 

"Speak  your  truth  quietly  and 
clearly  ..." 

Anyone  can  make  blatant 
remarks  and  observations  about 
other  people  but  few  can 
comment  subtly,  enough  to  get 
their  point  across  with  somewhat 
muted  force.  It's  more  powerful 
in  persuasion  than  the  use  of  the 
blatant  and  obvious. 

Most  of  all,  the  best  job  for 
anyone  is  that  of  a  listener.  Listen 
to  someone,  anytime,  and  if  you 
can  spare  the  time,  listen  for  any 
length  of  time,  the  person 
speaking  (those  of  which  the 
world  is  loaded  with)  needs  a 
receptor,  whether  its  for  sharing  a 
problem  and  for  asking  advice,  or 
for  merely  relating  a  story. 

If  a  person  is  really  boring, 
slow  witted  (not  necessarily,  but 
possible)  and  you  feel  yourself 
"STUCK"  to  listen,  stop  and 
reconsider.  This  person  thinks 
what  he  is  saying  is  interesting,  it 
is  to  him,  enough  so  that  he  wants 
to  share  his  interest.  He  may  take 
great  lengths  to  explain  something 
(not  always  necessary)  but  he 
wants  to  be  sure  that  he's  coming 
through,  sometimes  to  extremes, 
but  with  good  intentions.  In  a 
situation  like  that,  you  the 
listener  only  need  to  nod  or 
answer  yes  or  no,  simple  enough. 
But,  above  all,  listen,  you  are,  for 
that  moment,  needed.

It  is  a  must  for  any  true  blues  fan  to  attend  a 
performance  of  Bobby  Blue  Bland  who  appeared  at  the 
Colonial  Tavern  on  Yonge  last  week.  In  the  humble  opinion 
of  your's  truly,  this  has  to  be  one  of  the  better  and  more 
versatile  blues  bands  to  make  an  appearance  in  Toronto  the 
Good. 

From  the  very  first  note  of  the  set  the  band  overwhelms 
and  surrounds  the  audience  with  a  wide  and  varied  range  of 
the  blues,  from  the  overpowering,  deep  down  Delta  blues, 
to  the  popular  theme  music  of  Shaft. 

After  a  couple  instrumental  numbers,  Burnett  Williams, 
one  of  the  vocalists,  prepares  one  for  the  star  himself, 
Bobby  Blue  Bland. 

Williams  has  a  very  effective  voice  that  compliments  the 
superb  band,  especially  the  horn  sections. 

By  this  time  the  audience  is  totally  engrossed  in  the 
blues,  creating  a  static  atmosphere  for  the  appearance  of 
Bobby  Bland,  who  has  been  in  the  business  for  over  twenty 
years.

Toronto  Arts  Foundation 

If  variety  is  the  spice  of  life,  then  the  community  affairs 
department  of  the  Toronto  Arts  Foundation  had  been  living  it  up  this 
season.  Programs  as  varied  as  an  International  Festival  of  Carols  to  a 
peppery  forum  on  "The  Press  and  Where  It's  At!"  have  rubbed 
shoulders  with  a  program  on  migrants  -  which  included  a  showing  of 
"Going  Down  the  Road"  and  a  public  forum  on  Christianity 
conducted  in  Italian. 

Attendance  has  steadily  increased  so  that  more  than  one  program 
has  had  over-flow  audiences.  For  the  recent  Forum  "Day  Care  — 
Everybody's  Business",  moderated  By  June  Callwood,  a  rapt  audience 
of  five  hundred  and  fifty  persons  crowded  over  into  the  cross  aisles 
and  the  tiered  steps. 

The  policy  of  planning  programs  with  the  community  rather  than 
for  the  community  has  drawn  a  wide  variety  of  community 
sponsorship.  The  staff  and  resources  of  the  Community  Affairs 
Department  of  the  Toronto  Arts  Foundation  are  put  at  the  disposal  of 
community  groups,  organizations,  agencies  or  AD  HOC  groups  of 
citizens  so  that  they  can  themselves  help  organize,  plan,  advertise  and 
produce  free  admission  programs  for  the  community. 

"Community  groups  and  agencies  planning  programs  are  becoming 
much  more  creative,"  says  Jeanne  Wayling,  community  affairs 
director  for  the  Toronto  Arts  Foundation.  "A  resource  such  as  ours 
can  help  develop  creativity  within  the  community,  as  well  as  a 
community  consciousness."  The  Community  Affairs  Department  of 
the  Toronto  Arts  Foundation  is  financed  by  an  annual  grant  from  the 
City  of  Toronto. 

Some  of  the  programs  lined  up  for  the  coming  months  include:

A    public    forum 

co-sponsored    by    the    Ontario   Women's   Abortion   Law   Repeal 

Coalition,  looks  at  the  recent  excursion  of  the  Court  into  the 

Abortion  issue.
